The  comparison  shown  above  indicates  that  18.78%>  more  was  disbursed  in  all  benefits  during  the 
fiscal  year  and  that  13.76%  more  was  held  in  assets.  This  increased  our  investments  by  13.72%  while 
the  administrative  expense  advanced  9.13%.  The  ratio  of  administrative  cost  to  assets  has  been  de- 
creased .000448%  and  the  ratio  of  such  expense  to  the  total  expenses  decreased  by  .0048%  indicating 
that  an '  increased  workload  is  being  handled  with  a  decrease  in  expense.

The  investments  recapitulated  above  have  been  examined  by  the  State 
Examiner's  Department  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  have  been  declared  in 
balance.  The  United  States  Government  Bonds  and  Montana  Municipal  Bonds 
are  held  in  the  custody  of  the  Montana  State  Treasurer.  The  records  on  mort- 
gages are  held  in  the  Retirement  System  office. 

Detail  as  to  numbers,  maturity  dates,  investment  yield,  and  other  data 
is  a  matter  of  record  in  the  Retirement  System  office  and  may  be  inspected 
upon  request. 
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DEATH  BENEFITS: 

Since  the  effective  date  of  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  on  July  1,  1945,  death  benefits 
have  been  paid  to  the  beneficiaries  of  735  members.  Of  this  number  669  claims  were  paid  as  Lump 
Sum  Payments  and  the  remaining  66  were  elected  as  Monthly  Survivorship  Annuities  by  the  beneficia- 
ries. One  (1)  beneficiary  who  was  receiving  a  Monthly  Survivorship  Annuity  was  removed  from  the 
payment  roll  because  of  death.  During  the  fiscal  year  of  1958-59,  sixty-six  (66)  members  were  deceased 
with  62  beneficiaries  electing  the  Lump  Sum  Payment  and  Four  (4)  beneficiaries  selecting  the  Monthly 
Survivor  Annuities. 


SERVICE  RETIREMENTS: 

Since  the  effective  date,  1,517  members  have  been  retired  under  service  retirements.  During  the 
fiscal  year  of  1958-59  retirement  allowances  were  paid  to  1,102  retirants,  but  due  to  removals  of  65 
members  from  the  Retirement  Roll  because  of  death  or  reinstatement  to  service,  the  Retirement  Roll 
as  of  June  30,  1959,  had  a  total  of  1,037  retirants.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  136  service  retirements 
were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Administration  during  the  fiscal  year  representing  approximately  12.3% 
of  the  total  who  were  paid  retirement  allowances  during  said  fiscal  year. 


DISABILITY  RETIREMENTS: 

Since  the  effective  date  disability  allowances  have  been  paid  to  320  disabled  members.  During  the 
fiscal  year  217  disability  retirements  were  serviced  with  125  of  these  being  ordinary,  or  non-industrial,  dis- 
ability retirements  and  92  being  industrial  disability  retirements.  Eighty-five  (85)  members  have  been 
removed  from  the  Disability  Roll,  under  ordinary  disabilities,  due  to  death  or  reinstatement,  and  thirty- 
one  (31)  from  the  industrial  disability  group  either  by  death,  reinstatement,  or  failure  to  remain  qualified. 
During  the  fiscal  year  thirty-one  new  disability  retirements  were  serviced  with  nineteen  of  these  being 
ordinary,  or  non-industrial,  disability  retirements  and  twelve  being  industrial  retirements.  As  of  June  30, 
1959,  120  members  were  receiving  ordinary  disability  retirements  and  84  were  receiving  industrial  dis- 
ability retirements,  comprising  a  total  of  204  disability  retirants. 


BENEFIT  CLAIMS  PROCESSED: 

As  of  June  30,  1959,  the  Public  Employees'  Retirement  System  had  processed  2,572  claims  with  bene- 
fit payments  being  made  to  1,447  former  members  or  beneficiaries  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

MEMBERSHIP: 

The  net  membership  as  of  June  30,  1959,  including  members  and  retirants,  was  18,014  as  compared 
with  a  net  membership  of  17,678  at  the  end  of  the  previous  fiscal  year.  This  represents  a  net  member- 
ship increase  of  1.90%. 

During  the  fiscal  year  of  1958-59,  service  was  rendered  to  23,667  members  as  compared  with  22,584 
for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  representing  an  increase  of  4.80%.
